Eraor Heston returned to his home In New Castle,

and hear news without hindrance. 
A simple example, borrowed from William L. White s 
observations on Russia in the current Reader's Digest s 
reveals the possibilities inherent in free International 
exchange of truth, civilization's most valuable com­ 
modity. Mr. White learned when talking to Russian 
workers that they believed Incentive pay was an in­ 
novation developed exclusively in Russia for their ben­ 
efit, whereas the truth Is that incentive pay formerly 
was widely employed in the United States, until labor 
unkins began to oppose it as a device of worker ex­ 
ploitation 
Millions of Russians know nothing about the world 
outside Russia, except that which they are permitted 
to learn through their government, while at the same 
time news emanating from Russia is available lo their 
international neighbors 
The American 
Society 
of 
Newspaper Editors propose four goals 
Recognition that friendship among nations depends 
on free Information 
Recognition that propaganda should be labeled. 
Recognition that monopoly cif Information is in­ 
imical to public interest 
Recognition that no one—government, organiza­ 
tion or individual - has any inherent right to restrict 
or color information during peacetime. 
The most elaborate machinery for peace ever creat­ 
ed is worthless without mutual understanding and re­ 
spect. The American Society of Newspaper Editors and 
its president, John 8 Knight of Akron, can serve in­ 
ternational security with great distinction by their ad­ 
vocacy of truth to make men free 


Missing Evidence 
The American debate on universal military train­ 
ing after the war will be Incomplete evidence cm the 
probable policies to be adopted by other major powers 
The intentions of the British. Russians. French and 
Chinese la tills respect are as pertinent to the subject 
of international security as their Intentions In other 
details of post-war organisation. Similarly important 
are the privileges which may be granted to the de­ 
feated powers. 
For the United States to assume that universal mil­ 
itary training, with Its implications of probable use of 
force. Is the logical reaction alter Allied victory is to 
secsn to assume that cooperative security is only a vain 
hope. That is equally true of the other great powers 
While It would be absurb to shut out reality to the ex­ 
tent of repeating the costly experiment of disarm- 
meut that followed World war I. unless disarmament 
became a common aim of the United Nations and an 
enforceable requirement of surrender few the defeated 
countries, it also would be absurb not to recognise that 
collective security entails something more than a heav­ 
ily armed truce. 
If peace Is to be guaranteed only by the individual 
military power of the strongest nations, then it is hy­ 
pocritical 
to 
talk 
about collective security Cer­ 
tainly one of the legitimate aims of collective security 
Is to lift the burden of armaments which lias been the 
alternative It dors not mean that the United States 
does not need compulsory and universal training, but 
it does mean that its own preparations for war and 
the preparatipu* of other nations seeking peace should 
bear some visible relation lo their anticipated needs

He has tried it on a number of 
patients and it works. One man, 
49 years of age, had recurrent sen­ 
sations of loss of equilibrium They 
were noted most 
prominently 
on 
arising from bed in the morning, 
a common experience with all cases 
of vertigo. He was fitted with a 
collar of the character described 
and puts it on when he feels the 
need, sometimes leaving it on sev­ 
eral 
hours with complete 
relief 
of his symptoms. Maybe the old 
Injunctions 
against 
tight 
collars 
were wrong, especially for those on 
the shady side of 40. 
The only bad symptoms observed 
from this treatment have been oc­ 
casional headaches. Most of tile pa­ 
tients with a mild degree of involve­ 
ment are able to remove the collar 
in the afternoon, 
Certainly the treatment is sim­ 
ple and nexpensive enough to war­ 
rant a trial anyhow. There is no 
place known to me where the col­ 
lars can be purchased, but it would 
be easy to construct a home-made 
affain. unless the rubber shortage 
has extended to garter material
